One hundred sixteen known dead, 
hundreds

One hundred bodies were recov­ 
ered at Tupelo, Miss., iii the wake 
of the disastrous tornado which 
left the city in a shambles, and the 
possibility that even more victims 
were buried in the ruins in the 
'I VA community. 


The storm also struck portions 
of Alabama, Tennessee and Arkan­ 
sas. Booneville, Miss., counted six 
dead and a large number of injur­ 
ed. 
Many house were completely 
demolished. 


Three white persons were kill­ 
ed at Columbia, Tenn., while un­ 
confirmed reports stated several

TUPELO, Miss , April 6— (INS) — At 
leant IOO persons wrere believed to be 
dead and more than 500 others were 
suffering from injuries as the result 
of a terrific tornado which swept this 
little city a few 'minutes before nine 
o ’clock last night. 
Virtually the entire residential sec­ 
tion was in shambles. 
Fires, which broke out in various 
sections of the city after the storm, 
added to the desolation. 
Utmost confusion reigned through­ 
out the night, and it was impossible to 
make an accurate check of the dead 
and injured. 
Rescue workers stumbled through 
tin- darkness in search of the dead and 
th** dying. 
Only the eerie light from 
the flaming debris guided the searchers 
in their grim rescue efforts. 
Dawn today presented a desolate pic­ 
ture. 
Fully half of the town was in 
ruins. 
No definite figures as to the number 
of bodies already recovered could be 
compiled, but it was unofficially re­ 
ported that “nearly IOO’’ already had 
been found. 
The city hall, the churches, business 
houses and other structures that had 
escaped the wrath of the storm were 
turned into emergency hospitals. 
Every doctor and nurse in the city 
w as pressed into service and medical 
assistance was being imported from 
nearby towns as rapidly as possible. 
Relief workers from various sections 
were speeding to Tupelo to help with 
the rescue work and to provide food 
and shelter for the hundreds of home­ 
less. 
A. H. Sullivan, assistant chief engin- 
cer for the T ennessee Valley Authority 
in Chattanooga, T en n , was en route 
here with 
between 75 and IOO men 
from Wilson and Pickwick dams and 
Jackson, Tenn.
